The United Filipino Association 
formally renounced its claim of 
representation of the tenants of 
the International Hotel last Fri- 
day. The UFA now supports the 
International Hotel Tenants Asso- 
ciation (IHTA) as the only repre- 
sentative body for the elderly Chi- 
nese and Filipino tenants. 

The lease with landqlord Walter 
Shorenstein，president and owner 
of Milton Meyer，Inc.，* runs out 
June 30 and the IHTA insists that 
“Shorenstein must negotiate with 
us for a new lease, "according to 
association representative Bill Lee. 
“The original lease with the UFA， 
signed three years ago， is a hard- 
nosed， constricting lease highly 
favorable to Shorenstein, says Lee， 
and the IHTA claims it cannot af- 
ford to sign a similar agreement. 

Under the old lease, the lessee is 
responsible for rent，UPKeep，re- 
pairs，taxes，insurance，and utili- 


ing certificates. The Mission Coali- 
tion hopes that these teachers will 
later be used in the Bilingual 了 du- 
cation Program Which may be ex- 
panded at the next board meeting. 


ties，Ihey are required to carry 
4$20 million liability and $5 mil- 
lion fire insurance. Rent is$40,000 
a_ year，insurance Premiums are 
$16,000 and taxes ”amount to 
$26,000 per year，totaling $82,- 
000. This does not include the 
costs of the upkeep of the hotel 
and care of the tenants. 

The total inacome from all 
Sources is less than $89,000，ac- 
cording to Lee，and the IHTA 
feels it cannot operate the hotel 
successfully without some kind of 
city-sponsored rent subsidy and a 
reduction of costs by Shorenstein. 
There is still a $50,000 loan owed 
to the Bank of America and about 
$35,000 in back taxes owed.- 

The IHTA's picketing of Hubert 
Humphrey succeeded in Hum- 

-phrey speaking to Shorenstein 
about the hotel, according to Lee. 
Shorenstein was a heavy contribu- 
tor to _ the campaign in 1968 and 
,is Supporting Humphrey in the 
race。 A Humphrey staff member 
told the IHTA that a meeting of

the Dragon-Boat Festival falls on 
June 15 in the solar caleriaar. 

This festival is celebrated in com- 
memoration of the death of Chu 


Yuan( 屈原 ),a high-principled， 
third century B.C. statesman-poet. 
Chu Yuan,， who lived during what 
is known as the Warring States 
period (403-221 B.C.)，was a high 
official in the feudal kingdom of 
Chu in what are now the provinces 
of Hupei and Hunan. Chu Yuan 
prized his country's independence， 
SO he worked hard to forge many 
alliances with other'friendly king- 
doms against the strong and hos- 
tile kingdom of Chin. To strength- 
en the kingdom internally, he ad- 
vocated busy reforms. Those who 
had much to lose 让 his reforms 
were_ carried out became his 
staunch enemies in Court. IThey 


began to plot against him and ， 


sought to undermine his influence 
with the King. Finally, thoroughly 
discredited by his enemies, he was 
banished from,， Court， He wrote 
poetry as he wandered the 
countryside. He watched the de- 
cline of his country with deepen- 
ing grief and despair. Despondent 
over the life style and ethics of 
the Court，and fearful for the 
safety of his country，he threw 
himself into a river on the fifth 
day of the fifth moon as an act of 
protest against the corruption of 
the Court and an affirmation of 
his devotion and love for his coun- 
try. 

AS his death his countrymen， 
who loved him，threw rice into 
the river to feed his ghost. One 
day Chu -Yuan's spirit appeared 
before some fishermen and told 
them that a water monster (a 
dragon) had been stealing the rice 
that they had intended for him . 
He instructed them to wrap the

Hong Kong 
rudeness 
Iamented

HONG KONG 一 TIhough this 
British crown colony 1s a Imecca 
for tourists，especially Americans 
and ethnic Chinese from the 
United States,， the tourists are Dot 
aware that people here are knowan 
for their rudeness and lack of con- 
sideration for strangers. 

A native-born Chinese com- 
plained that he was lost in a sub- 
urb and requested direction from 
another mnative accosted in the 
street。The questioner was simply 
ignored as 迁 his plea were never 
heard . 

Another informant said he had 
the same result when he politely 
asked a squatter a Simillar ques- 
tion. A shake or nod of the head 
is considered too troublesome. 

It seems that many Hong ong 
People have no sense of obligation 
to strangers who may be conven- 
iently ignored. 

To go about Hong 术 ong without 
knowing the direction or neigh- 
borhood is not easy even for 3 
native dqweller. If help were sought 
from a policemen，he would in 
most cases be unable to tell the 
name of the next street. 

Incivility is confined largely to 
to _ the lower classes，especially 
streetcar and bus drivers， If a 
would-be passenger rushes to 3 
bus stop，he seldom catches the 
bus，whbose driver does not care 
to wait， - 

Always in a hurry，these drivers 
cannotbe bothered with the tardy， 
old and weak. Often the tram (i.e.， 
streetcar) driver closes the door 
too soon ,after the last boarding 
passenger，sSoO that it hits his shoe 
lightly or otherwise. 

Motormen have been :heard to 
quip,“Why don'tyou takea taxip?” 
or “What happened to your chauf- 
feur?”(Hong Kong abounds with 
chauffeur-driven cars.) 计 

Rudeness and lack of consldera- 
tion are not always confined to 
the lower classes. Some Caucasians 
also have no - consideration for 
others. If they brush against an- 
other person in a crowded or con- 
fined space they rarely say“ 卫 x- 
cuse Imme” or the more common 
“Sorry”as uttered in Hong 及 ong. 

A daily occurrence at the Hong 
Kong Book ,Center downtown， 
well known for its narrow aisles， 
has Caucasian shoppers and brows- 
ers _ often elbowing and stepping 
on other prospective customers 
without uttering a word of apol- 
Ogy Or regret. 

Perhaps this is due to the fact 
that Hong 玉 ong never boasts itself 
as a culture center. Being a_ crown 
colony people take one another 
for granted. 

Also southern Chinese forming 
the bulk of the population are 
well known for their bluntness 
and grouchy behavior. In Hong 
Kong streets they are busy in PurT- 
suit of money and relaxation and 
simply have no _ time to be con- 
siderate and civil to Passers-by.

ACLU HONORS JACL 


The American Civil Liberties Union presented the first 
Alexander Meiklejohn Civil Liberties Award to the 本 apan- 
ese American Citizens League last Sunday. 


The award was given to JACL for its Title II Repeal cam- 


paign. 

JACL formed the National Committee to Repeal the 
Emergency Detention Act (Title II of the Internal Security 
Act of 1950, also known as the McCarran Act) with Ray 
Okamura and Edison Uno as co-chairmen. 

， This was in August of 1968. The committee was given 
little hope that it would succeed. Zealously it worked to 
gain Support of labor unions, churches and civic Organiza- 
tions including the ACLU. 

On September 14, 1971, the House of Representatives 
passed H.R. 234,“A Bill to prohibit the establishment of 
emergency detention camps, and to provide that no citi- 
Zen of the United States shall be committed for detention 


or imnprisonment in any facility of the United States govern- 


Iment.” 

On September 16, 1971, the United States Senate pass- 
ed the identical repeal bill. Nine days later, the President 
Signed the bill into law. 

We are elated that the American Civil Liberties Union 
Tecognized and honored the Japanese American Citizens 
League for its role in the repeal of Title II… We also salute 
the JACL; 

At the same time we must admit that of the Chinese 
piess ipthe community, 了 ast/West and the Chinese Pac 
fic Weekly were the only two papers to support the repeal 
campaign. The sad fact is, the other papers were not even 
aware of Title II which at that time was of utmost concern 
to Chinese-Americans because of tense US-China relations.

IGNORANCE 1IS BLISS 

We don't know it, but we have 
it from the White House Press 
Secretary that life is racially bliss- 
ful in the United States. The press 
Secretary says that“the abolition 
of dual school systemas has been 
Virtually completed and great Prog- 
ress has been made and is being 
made toward the elimination of 
the vestiges of those systems.” 

Indeed，racial segregation is so 
eliminated that President Nixon 
did not even have the courtesy to 
reply to the Association of Chinese 
Teachers (TACT) when it asked， 
last July, thatNixon bring Chinese- 
Americans along in his entourage 
to China，purely as a gesture of 
good w 鹿 . 

As with political double- 
talk，desegregation is segregation， 
Definitions mean nothing. Facts 
do. 

BEWARE 


Galileo High School as anyone 
knows,，has its share of immigrant 
Chinese pupils with little or no 
English language skills. he obvi- 
ous community solution would be 
to give these pupils such training 
right there at Galileo. If there are 
twenty regular English teachers 
there，declare ten of them (or 
however many are needed) as spe- 
cial English teachers and give them 
special training on how to teach 
English to immigrant Chinese pu- 
pils.IThis all sounds simple enough.

Then，too，one must beware of 
Schoolmen who want their schools 
declared continuation schools, par- 
tially or wholly.。 Continuation 
Schools are able to summarily rid 
themselves of students they do not 
want. If Galileo High, for instance， 
were partially continuation，all a 
schoolman would have to do is 
move a student .dissenter into a 
continuation class and then get rid 
of him whenever he (the school- 
man) wants. The danger is mnot 
that remote. Asian youths need to 
be in school, not outi

He told them 
that the monster would not dare 
to touch any offerings prepareq in 
this manner. The people followed 
his advice and wrapped their rice 
in bundqles before throwing it into 
the river. 

The dragon boat racing，which 
has _ become connected with the 
celebration of this festival，has an 
important symbolic function be- 
sides that of providing amusement 
for the public. The dragon boat 
races Symbolize, in part, the rescue 
efforts of the people rushing to 
the spot where Chu Yuan had 
drowned himself. In addition, the 
dragon boat races Symbolize real 
dragons in struggle against each 
other- There is an ancient belief 
that rain comes from “dragon 
battles”in the sky. The purpose of 
tbhe dragon boat races is to induce 
real dragpon fights，preferably in- 
volving as many dragons and over 
as _ large an area as possible，in 
order to produce plentiful rainfall 
for the crops， 

The dragon has always Played a 
Significant role in Chinese folk- 
lore._ Its powers for good and evil 
are enormous. It plays an espe- 
cially prominent role in the Spring 
and summer as the guardian of 
water 一 in the form of rain. There 
is reason to believe that the legent 
of Chu Yuan evolved from，and 
then replaced, the ancient cult of 
worshipping of the River God. 

Quite possibly the first Water 
Divinities included the ghosts of 
the drowned people, who, accord- 
ing to Chinese beliefs，were con- 
demned to wander by the manner 
of their death. These spirits were 
prone to be mischievous 让 not 
placated by offerings at this im- 
Portant season when the crops 
were growing and in need of rain. 
The practice of throwing rice into 
the _ river as an offering to the 
RiverGod existed long before Chu 
Yuan was borrn. 

The Dragon Boat Festival is es- 
sentially a- southern holiday al- 
though it is observed everywhere 
记 China. The southern part of 
China，having many 1lakes and 
rivers，lends itself favorably to the 
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colorful pageantry of the dragon 
boat racing. The holiday，in fact， 
has its origin in South China. 

Chu Yuan was undoubtedly a 
historical character. Chu Yuan's 
family was living in apart of China 
that was sparsely populated by 
Chinese at the time. The popula- 
tion consisted largely of native 
groups belonging to different cul- 
tural backgrounds. But eventually， 
as the Chinese civilization spread 
southward， these tribal 处 oups 
were absorbed by the Chinese. 
And, in turn, the Chinese adopted 
many of the native customs and 
beliefs. 

The rice offerings for Chu Yuan 
are now wIapped in leaves and 
tied with strings. These are called 
txng ( 迷 ) and are made with 
glutinous rice and boiled in their 
leaf-wrappings for hours. They are 
eaten all over China as part of the 
celebration of this festival. 

In North China the holiday is 
marked by various land sports and 
picnics. But in Central and South 
China the festival is observed with 
Inuch fanfare. It is an all-day cele- 
bration，with the dragon boat race 
as the central attraction of the 
day. 

Since this is also a holiday cele- 
brating the coming of summer and 
harvest time，the usual offerings 
to the gods must be made. Nor are 
the `ancestors forgotten at this 
time. For they，too，are called 
Upon to exert their good influ- 
ences on behalf of their descen- 
dants. In short, everything possible 
is done to _ ensure a bountiful har- 
Vest. 

For the overseas Chinese，this 
holidqay is a relatively quiet one. 
Weeks in advance，some families 
prepare for the holidqay by making 
a_ quantity of 好 z7g for their own 
families anq friends. Others buy 
theirs from the store. Some Iay 
choose，on this day, to pay special 
tribute to their ancestors，a token 
of remembrance-

Since the 1911 Revolution，Chi- 
nese mmusic has been dominated by 
a conflict between the Western 
and traditional styles. During this 
period，Western-type music made 
many conyverts，especially among 
intellectuals in the Urban areas.
